Though Father Senese- would not lis- 
ten to advice that he run away from 
Plack Hand vengeance, he consented to 
consult Bishop Janssen. In a _ short 
time the priest has developed his Wil- 
lisville charge from a poor mission to 
a flourishing congregation. His mother 
recently came from Italy to keep house 
for him. So far as he knows, he has 
no enemies. ,

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., 1¢.—The

which were noted various sums ranging 
from $1100 to $56,000, each sum divid- 
ed by the numeral! four, in a hotel here 
a few days ago, led to the arrest last 
night of Charles H. Everett, who is 
said to be one of the most skillful for- 
gers in the. country and for whom sev- 
eral New York banks have been search- 


ing for a vear. Everett+was arrested 


on a specific charge of passing a forged 
New York draft for $1800 on the Peo- 
ples Savings Bank’ of Seattle. 


Several days ago a negro bellboy was 
sent with some beer to 9 room in a local] 
hotel. * Later he told the police that 
while in the apariment he had. seen 
great piles of money on a dresser table 
and in every available space in the 
room, where four men were sitting. 

The money was in large denominations 
and was apparently counted out to be 
divided. Only one man had registered 
at the hotel, and the other three were 
visiting him. 

$286,000 Divided, is Belief. 

The room was vacated a few hours 
later and the police were informed of 
what the negro had observed. Detect- 
ives went to the room and found the 
Slips of paper. Apparently $286,000 had 
been divided. 

In the opinion of the . police, ‘this 
money had been taken from a chain 
of Pacific Coast banks, through forged 
drafts. Banks all over the country were 
notified, it being suspected that some 
big thefts had been committed which 
later. would be reported.

ning. -At Seattle, it is said, he engaged 
an attorney to’collect an overdue note 
for $2300, purporiing to ‘be drawn by 
a Ketchan (Alaska) man, with instruc- 
tions to demand immediate payment 
with interest. 

When the dunning lawyer's letter 
started from Seattle to Ketchan, Ev- 
erett followed, it is reported, intercept- 
ed the letter at its uestination and re- 
mailed to the attorney a spurious draft 
for the amount of the note, with inter- 
est. He returned to Seattle dn the same 
boat with the letter, it is charged; ap- 
pearing at the lawyer’s office about 
the same time that the letter carrier 
delivered it. 

Introduces Client at Bank. 

The attorney was elated at the quick 
settlement, but, of course, without in- 
troduction at a bank, the draft was 
worthless to the ewner. So the lawyer, 
desirous of collecting his fee, introduced 
his client, and payment promptly fol- 
lowed. 

So carefully did Everett plan his op- 
eration, it is said, that he visited Ketch- 
an several months before the swindle 
was committed and purchased a gen- 
uine draft for a model.

BALTIMORE, Jan. 16.—‘If there is 


such a thing as a dual personality in 
every man, it is shown here,” said 
Justice Grannan, in police court, in the 
case of E. Marshall Johnson, technical- 


ly charged with begging on the street. 

Johnson is State’s Attorney for Grant 
County, West Virginia. and also coun- 
sel for the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 
He is editor and owner of the Grant 
County Press, which is well rated in 
West Virginia. He is 8 years of age, of 
refined appearance and dresses well. 

Johnson had been before Justice Gran- 
nan three times on chargeg of begging, 
and in each instance, after furnishing 
proof of his identity, had been released 
with a reprima and warning.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—The fact 
that Admiral Barry has been placed 
on the retired list does not preclude 
the possibility of courtmartial pro- 
ceedings being instituted against him, 
in case charges are preferred. He 
still is a part of the naval establish- 
ment, and it is stated it would be 
entirely within the province of the 
Secretary of the Navy to convene a 
courtmartial to try any charges which 
might be presented.

The President 
promptly approved the request and 
the department telegraphed the fact 
to the Admiral on Saturday, detaching 
him at the same time from the Pacific 
fleet and ordered him to his home 
in accordance with the established 
customs. His retirement dates from 
Jan. 13.

This defect 
was repaired when, at 8 years of * 
the legs were equalized by the break- 
ing of the left one. This resulted from 
a fall from a horse. 

He began breaking his arms in va- 
rious accidents soon afterward,: and 
while he has forgotten the order in 
which the various accidents occurred, 
he has kept count, and says that, in- 
cluding his latest mishap, he has 10 
times had an arm broken. 

As a carpenter’s apprentice -in early 
youth he fell from a roof he was 
shingling, and broke his collarbone, his 
breastbone and six ribs. Three ribs 
were broken by a fall on the ice. A 
horse’s kick in the face last summer 
fractured his jawbone. 

Brother Contributes Accident. 

When he was 7 years old, a brother 
with whom he was playing chopped 
off three of the fingers of Walter's 
left hand. The right hand was first 
maimed a year ago, when one finger 
was removed by an accident with 
machinery. 

For all his troubles, Gardner is 
known as one of the most happy and 
optimistic of St. Charles young men. 
“I’ve probably been unlucky, as’ com- 
pared with people who have never 
had any accidents,” he says, “but to 
look at it the other way, I might 
have been killed in almost any one 
of these accidents of mine.” 

He has worked about horses for 
several years, and hopes to be able 
to continue such work, in spite of the 
part that horses have had in his fre- 
quent injuries.

PRICES TUMBLE 


Overproduction Forces 


to Avoid Failure. 


Bossy has kicked the bottom out of 
the Food Trust bucket, and it will not 
be long until one may eat real butter, 
eggs, poultry and cheese without having 
to be a millionaire. The cold-storage 
barons are about to be drowned by 4 
deluge of milk, and they are preparing 
to jettison cargo to keep afloat. 

The cows of Illinois, Missouri, Iowa 
and Wisconsin have been “giving’’ this 
winter as they have before in the win- 
ter season. The result is such a supply 
of fresh butter that nobody wants stor- 
age butter and the storage supply will 
have to be sold at a loss to prevent 
failures. Storage poultry and eggs wil: 
go at reduced prices to even up on 
losses on butter. 

“More milk’”’ is the 2xpianation given 
by Joseph Hickel, commission man, of 
the impending disgorgement of millions 
of pounds of butter that has been held 
in Chicago storage houses for high 
prices. 

Butter Already Down 5 Cents. 

There has already been a reduction of 
5 cents in the price of creamery butter 
frem the jobber to the retailer. Within 
another three weeks, according to Hick- 
el, storage butter, which sold a year 
ago to retailers at 33 and 8 cents a 
pound and sells now at 25 and 26 cents a 
pound, will be selling at 20 and 21 cents, 
and the best fresh butter which sold 
to retailers a year ago at 35 cents and

although the decline will not be so 
great as in storage butter.

“That was where my husband caught 
his death,” said Mrs. Kern Monday. “At

SHELBYVILLE, Ky.,; Jan. 16.—Fifty 
masked men stormed the Shelby County 
{jail early yesterday and seized and 
lynched three negroes, two of whom 
were charged with insulting white wom- 
en and the third sentenced to hang 
for the murder of a negro woman, The 
bodies of two of the negroes, Gene 
Marshal and Wade Patterson, have been 
found, but that of the third, Jim West, 
is missing, alitheugh he was seen in 
the mob’s hands with a rope about his 
-heck. 

According to Ernest Hornback, depu- 
ty jailer, the mob appeared at the jail 
at 2:10 in the morning and at 3:26 took 
the three negroes away. 

The bodies recovered were found about 
a quarter of a mile apart. That of 
Marshal was found hanging te the 
bridge over the Emminance Pike near 
the jail, while that of Patterson was 
found in Clear Creek. 

Patterson, it is said, attempted to es- 
cape from the mob, was shot and his 
body thrown into the creek. According 
to Hornback, Jailer Edward Thompson |: 
|} hid the jail key when the mob appeared 
and when the crowd became more in- 
sistent Hornback admitted the men to 
the jail office. 

Patterson, it was charged, insulted 
two white women during the holidays 
and knocked both of\them down. West's 
alleged offense was more recent and it 
is said he had often been seen throwing 
kisses to white women. He was a 
chauffeur. Marshal was sentenced to 
hang for beheading a negro woman 
more than a year ago. West and Pat- 
terson were to have been taken before 
@ grand jury Jan. 23.

clever Percy Mackaye play in which 
Henrietta Crosman and a competent lit- 
tle company began a week’s engagement 
at the Century Sunday night. 


Mr, Mackaye, in the most diverting 
moed of kindly burlesque, pokes fun at 
Ibsen and his fellowers from start to 
finish of the new play’s four acts, and 
Miss Crosman and her associates pre- 
sent the play in precisely the spirit in 
which it is written. 
evening of rare amusement. I am just 
confident enough in the good taste of 
the American playgoing public to be- 
lieve that “Anti-Matrimony”’ will be 
vastly relished and therefore command 
the big attendance which its genial 
humor dbserves. 


In this most unusual comedy Migs 


role of a cler 

wife who, happily married ———— 
charmingly sane in her wholesome en- 
joyment of life, must needs bring back 
to that same safe state two tremendous- 
ly “intense” young people who have be- 
come so saturated with Ibsen that, the- 
oretically, they contemplate disease as 
the most desirable condition of mind 
and body, and suicide as the chief end 
of man or woman wishful of possessing 
the faintest claim to individuality. It’s 
a tempting and rewardful role, and Miss 
Crosman surrenders herself to it with a. 
joyous abandon that presents her in 
the most pleasing aspect in which she 
has ‘been seen for many seasons. 

The two Ibsen-stricken young Amer- 
icans to whom thus shc ministers the 
physic of sound common sense are her 
own younger sister, Isabelle, admirabiy 
played by Fay Wheeler, and her hus- 
band’s Own younger brother, . Morris 
Grey, played with exquisite mock-trag- 

edy touches by Wright Kramer. 

These two have come back from a 
period of European “advanced 
thought” so dominating that, al- 
though properly married, they are 
ashamed of. having thus subscribed 
to a tyrannical convention, and, 
proclaiming proudly that their baby 
is a foundling born out of wedlock, 
appall their’ American kin by. an- 
nouncing their intention of promptly 
beginning a crusade against the in- 
stitution of marriage, this being the 
situation that gives the play its title. 
Naturally enough, the Rev. Elliott 
Grey, played with the keenest real- 
ization of genuine comedy by Wedg- 
wood Nowell, and Mildred, his wife, 
the role of Miss Crosman’s playing, 
set themselves to the task of pre- 
venting such a scandal. 

Happily, they overhear a conversa- 
tion between the young Ibsenites 
which tells them that the two were 
really and truly married in Germany, 
and, realizing then that things are 
not half as bad as they feared, they 
begin plotting to laugh the “Ibsen 
culturines” back to sanity. 

This consummation so devoutly to be 
wished is ulfimately attained by means 
of an audacious travesty of Ibsen de- 
vised by the clergyman’s fun-loving 
wife, “Rosmersholme’ and “The Mas 

ter Builder’ being the two Ibsen plays 
most openly burlesqued by the dramatic 
plight into which the two victims of the 
loving plot are finally enmeshed. So ab- 
surd is the situation created at the 
play’s close, intentionally so in its bear- 
ing upon the Ibsenic teaching, that the 
young Ibsenites themselves are com. 

pelled to laugh at their own expense 
and the curtain falls with the American 
sense of humor triumphant over the 
Norwegian creed of life’s irremediable 
gloom. 

The' play is @ genuine tonic and febri- 
fuge in its ministering to the “super- 
woman” and the “over-man’’ who have 
become so inoculated with Ibsen that 
existence is merely a prolonged wail as 
one travels the road that leads inevita- 
bly to self-slaughter—and it’s the bes: 
of fun from the rise of the first curtain 
to the fall of the last. ’ 

In .addition to the players already 
named, Marian Holcombe is perplexedly 
amusing as Mrs. Grey, mother of the 
ministerial Elliott and the Ibsenic Mor- 
ris, a dear old lady who never knows 
till the play’s finish what it’s all about, 
and who is nearly heart-broken by the 
strange “‘mystio’’ mouthings of the two 
young idiots whom she had known as 
healthy American children during the 
time of their growing-up to man’s and 
woman’s estate. 

It was a delight to hear the ripples of 
amused laughter that swept almost con- 
tinuously across the Century on Sun- 
day night. The play delivered its mes- 
sage with the most ticklesome effeo- 
tiveness.

Chance brings the two women face to 
face—a woman's yearning for sympathy 
causes the wife to tell the story of her 
wrecked home to the other woman— 
neither knowing the part the other 
playe in this little’ domestic tragedy. 
The little baby things are exhibited—the 
shoe is fondled by both the mother and 
the other woman—they both realize how 
little a thing it takes to move a wom- 
an’s heart, and this little shoe changes 
the entire course of ‘events. 

“The Other Woman” is remarkable in 
its action. The entire time of the play 
is supposed to cover only two hours 
from the beginning to the end of the 
story, half an hour less than its actual 
playing time. The two intermissions 
between acts are taken up in taxicab 
tides from the other woman's studio, 
where the play opens, to the husrhband’s 
home, and back to the studio again, 
where the story ends. This hurry-up 
action is punctuated with some unusual- 
ly lengthy stage speeches that at times 
fail to carry weight, and can only be 
excused on the ground of first-impulse 
attions which cannot stand the test 
of argument or sober second thought. 

It seemed almost a crime against the 
sacred rights of the home to have the 
chest of child’s garments and toys 
brought into the limelight of the stage 
to be cried over and fondled in funereal 
fashion by these two women, whose 
only real thought was to gain posses- 
sion of a man not worthy of such sac- 
rifices. It brought tears to the eyes of 
some of the women in the audience— 
probably through thought of some dear 
one of their own, rather than through 
sympathy for these two women. So 
this pivot point of the play is. based 
upon a false foundation and the weak- 
ness of the play begins where it should 
be strongest. This child theme is car- 
ried on to the final curtain, when the 
thought of the unborn child sends. the 
husband away from the other woman, 
back to the home he has deserted. The 
only moral the story teaches is the 
value of the child in the home as the 
means of saving husband and wife from 
But this lesson is so 
sadly learned in this play, as to leave 


‘its wisdom as a debatable question. 


Blanche Walsh is slightly handicapped 
by the author giving her lengthy 
speeches with little real dramatic ap- 
peal. For one brief moment at the fina! 
curtain fall she is the Blanche Walsh 
of “The Kreutzer Sonata” and “The 
Resurrection,’’ but in the earlier stages 
of the play’s progress she is unlike her 
former self. She is very capably sup- 
ported by George W. Howard, as the 
husband, and Anna Cleveland, as the 
wife, the three making as atrong a hu- 
man triangle as any of the over done 
triangle plays have given us, Nellie 
Butler relieves the nerve tension of the 
play with a little airiness when it 
threatens to become oppressive. Isabel 
Mendoza as a child, and Zora Law- 
renee as the servant, complete the well- 
balanced cast.

_POST YS 
THE WATERWAYS REPORT. 

‘The commicsion of engineers appointed by 
‘President Taft to report on the feasibility of the 
Lakes-to-the-Gulf deep waterway has repeated 
the mistake of going beyond its jurisdiction. It 
reports the project practicable from an engineer- 
ing standpoint, but declares it unnecessary and 
inadvigable as a transportation measure. 

The tommission, according to a reliable fore- 
cast of its report, will advise Congress that the 
present depth of the river is sufficient for all 
navigable purposes. It even condemns as need- 
less the proposal to deepen the drainage canal 
and the Illinois River for which the Illinois peo- 
ple voted $20,000,000 of bonds. 

But the question of the need and wisdom of a 
deep channel is not an engineering question. It 
does not lie within the scope of an engineering 
inquiry nor are engineers the best judges on that 
point. It is a commercial and transportation 
question and should be decided by those who 
are competent to determine the transportation 
needs of commerce and industry in the Missis- 
sippi Valley, and the methods of transportation 
which would best meet those needs. The future 
development of the productive and trade possi- 
bilities of the valley cannot be measured by the 
rule of three and the surveyor’s rod. 

Congfess should put aside all that part of the 
commission’s report which relates to the neces- 
sity of the deep channel and accept only ‘he 
verdict that the project is practicable. ‘or its 
conclusions on the water transportation needs of 
the great Central West and the commercial pos- 
sibilities of a’ deep waterway Congress rhould 
take the opinion of business men and pvblic men 
of experience, practical wisdom and broad vision. 
The deep waterway is not only necessary to the 
development of the Mississippi Valey's re- 
sources and to the continued expansion of its 
profitable activities, but it would be a beginning 
of a wonderful increase of trade which could 
bring to the whole country a return in wealth 
aren undreamt of.

AN INTOLERABLE EXCEPTION. 

Capt. McCulloch’s reply to the demand of the 
West End Business Men’s Asagpcjation for im- 
proved fenders on the street cars is not con- 
vincing. In response to the record of 31 persons 
killed by fenders submitted by the association as 
a proof of the inefficiency of the present so- 
called fenders—a combination of buffers and 
wheel guards—Capt. McCulloch subniits a list of 
67 persons who he says, were saved by the fen- 
ders. In short, he argues that out of 98 persons 
struck by. the cars two-thirds were not killed by 
‘the fender. 

When the original fender bill was before the 
Council committee, Mr. Baumbhoff, superinten- 
dent of the Lindell line before the consolidation, 
eloquently urged the saving qualities of the wheel 
‘guards on his cars. He closed his argument with 
the words, “Gentlemen, our wheel. guards will 
save anyone knocked down by the cars except 
small children.” The committee decided that con- 
siderations of humanity forbade making an ex- 
ception in favor of the Slaughter of small chil- 
dren. The decision applies to the record of the 
fenders now in use. The fatal objection to the 
wheel guards is that a person must go under the 
cars.in order to be saved. Few can hope to 
undergo that experience without severe injury 
and great risk to life. 
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Anyhow, the dimensions of the pocket hand- 
derchief have not yet become a matter for legis- 
lative consideration. We said “not yet.” 
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TAXICABS IN THE FOG. 

Several injured and one fatality was the taxi- 
cab casualty record Friday night. 

The driver of the car whose victim died ex- 
plains that the fog was so dense that he didn’t 
see the man until he was within ten feet. of him. 
He declares, further, that he was not going 
faster than ten miles an hour. 

In what distance a taxicab going at the rate 
of ten miles an hour may be brought to a stop 
may be a question for experts to settle. It would 
be difficult, too, to determine the density of fog 
which, by ordinance, should prohibit the opera- 
tion of taxicabs. Discretion on the part of taxi- 
cab companies and drivers must largely be relied 
upon. If that discretion be found wanting then 
the city must impose compulsory regulations that 
“will make for the pedestrian’s safety. | 

Very few repetitions of Friday night would 
bring the necessity of such compulsory regula- 
tions to a head. \

If St. Louis Became the Capital. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The article concerning the removal of the capi- 
tal from Washington, D. C., to St. Louis, pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch, will, I am afraid, lead 
to some erroneous impressions as to the advantage 
ot having the seat of government.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

Dr. Osler, said to be the greatest physician in 
the English-speaking world, has an article in the 
December American Magazine on “Man’s Redemp- 
tion of Man,” in which he says it is not too much 
to say that the abolition of smallpox, typhus and 
typhoid fevers has changed the practice success- 
fully in all our hospitals. The death rate in Lon- 
don now is 15.3 per 1000 and is one of the lowest 
in Europe or elsewhere. He makes this challenge 
to those opposed to vaccination: 

“T would like to say a word or two upon one 
ot the most terrible of all acute infections—the 
one of which we ffrst learned the control through 
the work of Jenner. A great deal of literature 
has been distributed castihg discredit upon ‘the 
value of vaccination in the prevention of small- 
pox. -I do not see how anyone who has gong 
through epidemics, as I have, or who is familiar 
with the subject, and who has any capacity left for 
clear. judgment, can doubt fts value, 

A would like to issue a Mount Carmel-like 
challenge to any ten unvaccinated priests of Baal ' 
as follows: I will go into the next severe epidemic, 
with 10 selected vaccinated persons and 10 se- 
lected unvaccinated persons. I will make thig 
promise—neither to jeer nor to jibe when they 
catck the disease but to look after them as broth- 
ers, and for the four or five who are certain to 
die, I will try to arrange the funerals with all the 
pomp and ceremony of an anti-vaccination dem- 
onstration.” :

HENRY WHITMORE 
TOLEAP OF DEATH 


Nephew, Who Had Dinner — 
gagement With Him, Among 
First.to Reach Body. 


————— 


DOCTOR HAD GIVEN HIM UP 





He Was Formerly Prominent 
Flour Miller and: Assistant 
Secretary of Exchange. 





Told by physicians that the paralysis 
which had afflicted him for three 
years was incurable and would cause 
him to be bedridder, Henry R. Whit- 
more, former cssistant secretary of the 
Merchants’ Exchange committed suicide 
Sunday by jumping from an eighth- 
story window at the Mafquette Hotel, 
Bighteenth street and Washington 
avenue. 

Whitmore, who formerly was promin- 
ent in the flour milling business, was 
stricken by paralysis shortly after his 
wife died in 1907, Since then he had been 
under treatment at the Missourl Bap- 
tist Sanitarium. He engaged the hotel 
room only an hour before he leaped to 
death. 

His nephew, C. HB. Whitmore of 
New York, who had a dinner engage- 
ment with him, wag sitting in the 
hotel lobby at noon when an excited 
porter rushed in, saying a man had 
jumped from a window. With other 
guests C. E. Whitmore ran to the 
sidewalk ang found ‘that it was his 
uncle who had killed himself. The 
body was taken to the morgue and 
later removed to an undertaker’s 
rooms. : 

Whitmore was 69 years old. A 
brother, William D. Whitmore, ang a 
sister, Mrs. Mary Holmes, both of 
Boston. are the only surviving mem- 
bers of his immediate family. ° He 
was a gon-in-law of George Knapp, 
newspaper publisher. 

On the dresser in Whitmore’s room 
was found this note to his nephew: 
“Doctor says I will be utterly help- 
less the rest of my ,life. I prefer 
death. Be charitable in your judg- 
ment. Notify Clarence L. Hoblitzelle 
of 4071 Washington avenue and Dr. 
John B. Rule.” 

Hoblitzelle had been a life-long 
frieng and Dr. Rule had been Whit- 
more’s physician at the sanitarium.

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—A congregation 
which probably loses more members 
daily than any other city, yet gains 
as many each day as it loses, is to 
have a new church.
